The display 
evokes memories of Pearl Harborby 
using the rising sun fag，an image 
that has not appeared on ,the 
Japaneseflag for40 years, andusing 
an aircraft carrier to TIepresent 
JDetroit， TIhe photo is violent and 
encourages emotional memories of 
the World War II attack. 
As you know， tremendous 
tension exists Over Japanese 
industry penetration ofthe American 
market, particularly inthe case ofthe 
automobile industry. For many 
Americans who have lost their jobs， 
great anger is often directed 
irrationally at Americans of Asian 
ancestry. 

A tragic example occurred with

American-born and:newly-arrived 
Asians remain in their enclaves， 
according to Wong. 


Hearings on Asian Pacific Students 
and Education Reflect Growing Need 


Carol Miyake，director of the 
Asian American :Drug Abuse 
Program，said that educators often 
fail to address problems facing Asian 
American Students，because they 
[the educators] have a preconceived 
notion that Asians are the model 
minority. Miyake Urged School staf 储 
members -to tend to the Specific 
needs of Asian/Pacific youths. 

HERITAGE 

Speakers at the hearing stressed 
the need to educate Asian/Pacific 
youths abouttheirheritage and foster 
apositive image ofAsian Americans 
both in school and in the media. Kim 
Miyori，who starred as DT. 
Armstrong in thetelevision series SLK 
五 1gemwhere ,lamented that for many 
AsSian American youths,，there is 3 
“lack-of appropriate and realistic 
role models.”Miyori also expressed 
dismay that for many young people， 
the main source ofinformation about 
Asian culture is “B-grade kung-fu 
imovies.” 

Sumi Haru, seniorproducerand 
moderator atKTLA-ITV, Channel35， 
and like Miyori a member of the 
Asian Pacific American Artists 
Association, added that the absence 
of Asian American role models 
creates a void -that has to be filled. 
“We should begin in the schools,” 
said Haru.“We are responsible for 
seeing that our [Asian/Americans”] 
contributions are Seen in the class- 
TIoom.” 

IThe 24-member ”council on 
Asian/Pacific Affairs，appointed in 
June by Superintendent of Public 
JInstruction Bill Honig, held another 


hearing last week in TIorrance. 


Additional hearings are Scheduled 
later this fall in San Francisco,， San 
Diego，Fresno，and Sacramento. 
The Council will make its recom- 
mendations to the:superintendent in

LOS ANGELES - The Chinese 
American community :jin Los 
Angeles has reacted vociferously to 
an article in the September issue of 
区 08 4118geles Wasgazine. 

Written by Bruce Henstell，and 
entitled “The First Chinatown,2” 
the article _ attempts to portray the 
Early Chinese settlers in the area. 
According to members of the Chin- 
ese American Citizens Alliance and 
the Chinese Historical Society， 
Henstells“facts”are untrue and 
distorted. 

APPALLING 

“It is appalling for us to accept 
Such an inaccurate account of ouUT 
early_ Chinese commtunity in os 
Angeles,”declared the alliance in a 
ietter to magazine editor Geoff Mil- 
ler. “In light of surfacing anti- 
Asian incidents，irresponsible jour- 
nalism has cauised incalculable harm 
towards Asian Americans with the 
intent of insulting，offending and 
demeaning.?” 

Describing itself as “greatly 
dismayed :and disappointed,” the 
Southern California historical 
grOUP Said, “We consider the article 
to be filled with missed facts of his- 
tory, distorted statements and bias- 
ed (phrases) leading to an Unjus: 
tified，negative view of the early 
Los Angeles Chinese.2” 

The group went on to point out 
some of the inaccuracies in just the 
first Six paragraphs of Henstell's ar- 
ticle. Most centered on the events of 
the 1871 mob riot and killings of 
Chinese,，prostitution and drug use. 

Citing ， Several historians， the 
histerical group President Munson 
Kwok wrote that the riot appears to 
have begun becatse a white man 
“foolishly walked into the line of 
fire while attempting to _ aid a 
policeman in quelling a disturbance 
in the (Chinatown) quarters.2” 


BASED ON RUMOR

HONG KONG - China and Brit- 
ain inltialed，on September 26;，a 
draft agreement on the future of 
Hong Kong that basically guar- 
antees retention of the area's cap- 
italist economic System and life style 
for S$0 years_ after 让 Teverts to 
Chinese Tule in 1997. 

The draft agreement，which con- 
Sists of a joint declaration and three 
annexes, is the culmination of aser- 
ies of negotiations betweenm Britain 
and China which started in the late 
70S$. Reports from Hong Kong gen- 
erally describe the popular senti- 
ments“Tesigned to the fact,”but 
“relieved” that a settlement has 
fnally been reached. 

AUTONOMY 

Effective July 1，1997，when 
China Tesumes SOoverelignty Over 
Hong Kong，the area will be a 
Special administrative region with 
the name“Hong Kong，China.”I 
will be“directly under the authority 
of the_ Central People's Govern- 
ment of the People's Republic of 
China,” but will “enjoy a high 
degree of autonomy，except in for- 
eign and defense affairs,”accord- 
ing to the joint declaration . 

The future Hong Kong Special 
Autonomous Region will have ex- 
ecutive, legislative and independent 
judicial power，including that of 
final adjudication， The laws cur- 
rently in force in Hong Kong will 
remain basically unchanged . 

However，Annex I of the draft 

”agreement prTOvlides a poSssible short 
circuit to this legal autonomy. “The 
]aws previously in force in Hong 
Kong Shall be maintained,”the an- 
nex Said, “Save for any that con- 
travene the Basic Law and subject 
to amendment by the Hong Kong 
Special Administrative Region legis- 
lature.”(The Basic Law referred to 
heresis the Basic Law of the Hong 
Kong Special Administrative 
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travel， 


Region which will be enacted by 
China in 1997.) 

The joint declaration pledges to 
retain the current Social and 
economic Systems and life style in 
Hong Kong. JIndividual freedom， 
the freedoms of speech，the presS， 
asSociation， religion and 
others are guaranteed . 


FINANCIAL STRUCTURE 

The financial structure of Hong 
Kong will remain Unchanged. The 
Hong Kong dollar will continue to 
circulate and remain freely conver- 
tible，stated the joint :declaration 
There will also be a free flow of 
capital. It is，in fact，through this 
free capital fow system that China 
obtains about a third of its annual 
foreign exchange. It is certainly not 
expected to kill the proverbial goose 
that lays the golden eggs. 

Trading of gold， Securites， 
futures，and foreign exchange will 
be allowed to continue. Hong Kong 
js cuUrrently one of the three major 
gold markets in the world，picking 
up the trading when New York and 
London have closed for the davy. 


The subject of land leases is 
covered in detail in Annex III. Land 
in Hong Kong，unjlike in the US， 
cannot be purchased，bnut can only 
be leased for a specified term. The 
fact that many of the current leases 
will expire in 1997 is a cause of great 
concern among Hong 天 oTg reSl- 
dents andiis certainly one of the ma- 
jor motivations for Sino-British 
negotiations . 

The-annex basically Provides the 
option to extend land leases to the 
year 2047. The British government 
can grant new land leases with 
expiration dates Up to June 30， 
2047. The net income from these 
transactions，which previously all 
went to the British Hong Kong 
Government，will have to be shared 
equally with the future Hong Kong 
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Special Administrative 了 Region 
Government:

All the land transaction income 上 


obtained by the British Hong Kong 
Governiment will eventually be pnut 
into land development and public 
Works use, the annex states. A spec- 
ial land commission will be set up to 


monitor this as well as other mat- 


There js，however，Sstill much 
disagreement regarding the Specifics 
of the land commission and many 
details of land leases, including the 
maximum amount of new land that 
may be leased each year. 


Another area in which British 
and Chinese Governments have 
agreed to disagree is on the 
historical background of the'. situa- 
tion of Hong Kong. The introduc- 
tion to the draft agreement Imen- 
tions the three treaties concluded in 
the 19th century, Under which Hong 
Kong Island，the southern part of 
Kowloon peninsula and Stonecut- 
ters Island were ceded forever and 


the New Territories were leased to . 


Britain until the year 1997. 

During the 'early stages of the 
negotiations，the British govern- 
ment insisted on thelegality of these 
treaties，while the Chinese had con- 
Sistently claimed that the whole of 
Hong Kong is Chinese territory and 
that the question of Hong Kong 
came into the category of “unequal 
treaties left over from histery.2” 

The final introduction side-steps 
the disagreeraent by reiterating the 
Chinese position and wording the 
British _ Position in a very tactful 
manner. “It was the fact that the 
New Territories are _ Subject to a 
lease with a fixed expiry date which 
lay behind the decision by Her Maj- 
esty"Ss Government to seek to enter 
negotiations with the Government 
of the People's Republic of China

Answer to SF Housing Shortage

SAN FRANCISCO - The so- 
called “in-law” apartment (other- 
WwWise known as the “Secolidary 
unit”) has been as much as part of 
the San Francisco Scene as perhaps 
the cable cars， 计 i not longer. 
Loosely defined as a.junior or Sub- 
sidiary Tental Unit，these are often 
added to Single family residences， 
typically on the ground floor 
behind the garage at Some point in 
time after the original building's 
construction , 

Such :units are either legal or 
Jllegal，depending on whether OFr 
not the builder/adder had complied 
_ With the necessary local regulatory 
Tequirements. But human enter- 
prise and the demand for jless 
expensive ITental units in the city 
remain constant Iotivations to 
pIoperty Owners to improve any 


available space for that extra Unit- 


and bring in the Supplementary 
income. 
RUN AFOUL 

If all these additions could have 
been cairried out in simple compli- 
ance with regulations, there may be 
no issue to discusS. 

However，the addition of such 
in-law units often run afoul of zon- 
ing limitations in single family 
neighborhoods. Sometimes the per- 
mit process (even when Such addi- 
tions are legally zoned) is long and 
costly. Some owners may wish to 
pievent the city tax assesSor?s office 
from knowing about such additions 
and adjusting the property value to 
reflect an increased DrOperty tax. 

For any or all of these reasons， 
many，if not most，such in-laws 
have been constructed through the 
years without application to, or the 
knowledge Or approval of the 
apprIopriate local government 
authorities， 

What resulted ls an accumulation 


of in-law units that remained hid- 
den from these regulatory agencies 
and that make up a Sizable pool of 
“illegal ”housing. The issue is not 
just a matter of label, the illegality 
of these units hold real problems， 
only a few of which can be stated 
here. 

Because these units are built 
without apPplication to，approval 
of，and inspections by the various 
city agencies， there is greaterT 
likelihood that such additions are 
not Up-to-code, that is they do not 
meet the standards set by law for 
the health and safety of the con- 
Sumer-USer. 

FEARFUL 

Because these units_ are jllegal 
under the eyes of the law，some 
Owners Temain Subjected to and 
fearful of unhappy tenants oOT 
neighbors who can report to apPIo- 
priate city authorities to take action 
against Owners of such units. 

Also _ because So many of these 
improvements are hidden from the 
city and the tax assessSor"S office， 
the_ increase in property values 
resulting from Such additions are 
unknown，causing loss of tax Tev- 
enues to the city and county of 
untold millions each year. 

That Such units Provide more 
affordable and much needed hous- 
ing for countless numbers of people 


in convenient city neighborhoods 


cannot be denied. So forsome 
fime，the entire matter has been 
under examination by various city 
departments and the city leader- 
ship,，with the hope of finding solu- 
tions to the pIoblems. 


In _ San Francisco，the planning 
commmission held hearings on a prIo- 
posal to “liberalize”the in-law unit 
Situation if certain conditions are 
met. An early 1983 plan proposed a 
criteria that such units would be 
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allowed even in single family neigh- 
borhoods if the following con- 
ditions were met: 


a. Be in an owner-occupied 
Structure; 

b. Meet all other zoning require- 
Iments; 

c. Occupied by one Or two 
adults; 到 


d. Does not exceed 640 Square 
feet of space; 

e. Is for rental purposeS; 

f. Is in a _ building which itself 
conformias to the fire and hous- 
ing codes; 

g. Must be within the existing 
Structure; and 

h. Must have off-street parking. 


SO STRICT 

Those familiar with the over- 
whelming majority of such in-law 
units will immediately realize that 
the proposal shows only the city?s 
willingness to begin discussions, the 
proposed criteria are SO_strict，few 
of the existing units could qualify 
and the construction of such new 
Secondary Units would hardly be 
motivated at all. 

Theearlydiscussions did not lead 
to a quick remedy，and the city 
came Under increasing pressure to 
act because a state law requires 
California counties to adopt plans 
to allow for these secondary units. 

Bythe end of 1983, the Planning 
Commission finally approved of an 
ordinance to permit such units in an 
Owner occupied dwelling provided 
that one (of amaximum oftwo ten- 
ants) was_ elderly (62 OF over) oOFT 
disabled. Such units mnust still have 
off-street parking. - 

This，however，addressed only a 
Iminority situation and the general 
TeSponse was dissatisfaction。 Pro- 
ponents of more liberalized rules 
found it too restrictive while 
Opponents argued that even 1Aat

SAN RAFAEL 一 The Chinese 


Were largely _ responsible for the 


development of Califormia's 
comimercial fishing industry. While 
little of this major contribution is 


imentioned in history text books， 


proof exists in the few .ramshackled 
old buildings,， located just north of 


San Rafael, known as China Caimp. 


First settledbythe Chineseinthe 
1860s, China Camp was the largest 
of 26 Chinese fishing villages on the 


bay. At its peak, 600 to 900 persons 


lived there. The camp stretched for 
two to three miles around the shore 
andhadabarbershop,aschoolanda 
physician. ， 
SEAFOOD 

Most of the Chinese living at 
China Camp came from Guangdong 


了 Province，where seafood formed an 
important part of their diet， Many 


Were already Skilled in fishing and 


_Shrimping techniques. Shrimp were 
”caught with handmade bag nets， 


staked to the bottom of the bay in 


”order for the shrimp to be Swept into 


the nets by the current. 

“They were really quite efficient， 
fishing with the tides_ instead of 
towing their nets,” noted Frank 
Quan, China Camp' s only remaining 
Tesident, It was reportedin 1880 that 
the Chinese were catching 20-30 
tons of Shrimp per week. 

The shrimp caught at China 
ICamp was cooked, then dried and 
shelledsothatit could beexportedto 


.China or sold in local markets， Im 


addition to catching shrimp，the 
Chinese dug for clams，sold fish 
door-to-door and introduced abalone 
to American diets， 

_ Jealousy and prejudice by whites 


and white ;fishermen led to the 
enactment of many laws which 
-discriminated 


against ”Chinese 
fishermen. In 1905，the export of 
dried shrimp was banned,. In 1911, a 
law was passed banning the use of 


bag nets and .outlawing the 
possession of dried shrimp. 
ONLYCHOICE 


TIhe only choice for Chinese 


fishermen was to supply fresh shrimp 


to the white market or discontinue 


shrmping altogether.

“Virtually everything 一 the nets 
Were outlawed,theirseasonSswWerecut 
Short. Anything that the Chinese did 
well in, they were given the shaft and 
put out of business, maintained 
Quan. The strict laws forced many 
Chinese fishermen to leave the 


industry，and as a result， China 
Camp's population declined 
dramatically， 


Quan's grandfather Quan Hock 
Quock, immigrated to _ California in 
the 1890s. He moved to China Camp 
With his two sons, Henry and George 
Quan and opened the Yick Yeun 
General Store in 1900. The store 
sold shrimp to local markets and 
exported the dried shrimp to China. 

Ihe ;Quans were not originally 
fishermen， bnut got into the business 
in the 1920s when the shrimping 
industry was revived. Using Western 
techniques such as a cone-Shaped 
net，Which limited the number of 
shrimp caught, and gasoline powered 
trawlers，the Quans were able to 
Supply fresh and dried shrimp to the 
California market.

Quan was raised at China Camp 
and learned the shrimping business

However，the 
passage of Proposition 13 has stal- 
led the plans. 
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”Quan said that he was pleased 
with the restoration，but Says that it 
has been slow going.”“ Restoration 
only happens as the money comes in.

-The Committee members ex-

Knowledgeable about the conditions 
ithat led up to .the exclusion of 
apanese_ residents and American 
citizens of Japanese amncestry from 
ithe West Coast，and their Subse- 
quent :incarceration during the 
World War II years. 

...The time you spent listening 
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and _ questioning MT. McCloy，an 
Opponent of H.R. 4110，was equal 
in diplomacy and consideration as 
the time Spent in listening and ques- 
tioning MT. Masaoka，a proponent 
of H.R. 4110. 

To my dismay and disappoint- 
ment,，I found that during the most 
recent hearing held on September 
12，1984，a distinct attitude had 
changed among the committee 
Imembers who were present. 工 felt 
that the openminded and concerned 
listeners had changed into a group 
of men who were less able to listen 
to those who testified in Support of 
H.R. 4110. 

The Committee's questioning of 
MT.

Internees have testified that their 
pIoperties were not held in storage 
by the government，nor were they 
shipped to them Upon- request. 
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Sansei Charges House Subcommittee 
LNot Open-Minded about Redress 


Farmers did not receive compensa- 
tion for the crops which were har- 
vested after evacuation. Thousands 
did sleep in horse stalls during their 
internment in assembly centers 
located in race tracks. In the reloca- 
tion centers，there were armed 
guard towers with guns pointing in- 
to the camps at the internees. 

Most did not ask to leave camp 
because they were too petrified to 
ask. Those who did ask had a dif- 
ficult time obtaining clearance. 
During the initial two years，inter- 
nees were not allowed to leave camp 
unless they were on work brigades 
which harvested sugar beets， oOT 
joined military service. After that 
time，internees were allowed to 
leave if they had sponsorship and 
work in the Midwest or on the East 
Coast. 

I am certain that the conditions 
which I have just described can be 
confirmed by conducting a random 
sampling of interviews of former in- 
ternees. Also, I am certain that the 
same can be confirmed by reading 
official documents located in the 
National Archives. 

RESIDUAL EFFECTS 

The evacuation and internment 

of wartime civilians violated the 
civil Tights of innocent citizens and 
residents by Teason of ancestral 
origin. Individuals were denied due 
process of law. Only the Alaskan 
Aleuts and the Japanese Americans 
in this century of American history 
have experienced this injustice. The 
humiliation has left its residual ef- 
fects on the offspring of those who 
Were incarcerated . 
”MYy grandfathers came to this 
country to start new lives nearly 100 
years ag0. Their businesses helped 
to establish the rich farms of Cen- 
tral California. Their efforts came 
to an end when they and their fam- 
jlies were forced to leave the soil on 
which their second generation had 
been born， 

They had no sympathy with Im- 
perial Japan， Had it not been for 
the laws which barred immigrant 


Japanese _ from becoming citizens 


until the 1950s，my grandparents 
Would have become citizens SOon 
after they arrived in the United 
States in the early 1890s. 

Because this country has not 
apologized for these obvious past 
injustices，IL deeply feel that the 
Practice of detention of groups-of 
citizens without due Process can be 


:Tepeated. I am outraged that this 


country functions with gross double 
standards. A _ group can be incarceT- 
ated without due Process for the in- 
dividual and assumed guilty not 
because of allegiance but because of 
ancestry. We American citizens are 
not protected equally under the law. 
PURGE GUILT 

An official apology the Congress 
of the Unmnited States to the former 
internees would absolve innocent 
and loyal Americans from an Unjus- 
tified guilt and purge them from 
their victimization. 

An official apology and mone- 
tary coOmpensation by the Congress 
of the United States to the former 
internees would be a noble state- 
Iment which ,would assure present 
and_ future generations that this 


country can rectify its mistakes and 
achieve its ideals. 

An obvious question is why has 
this bill been presented to Congress 
forty years after the events. As T 
have observed my family members 
and friends who were incarcerated， 
I can Say that their shame of per- 
secution took forty long years to 
shed in order for the victims to 
Speak out to the -congress for 
TedresS， 

“As a third-generation American 
citizen，I encourage you to learn 
more about this period of history 
before you pass judgment. I urge 
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you to recommend to the full Con- 
gress that they do the same, I urge 
you to recommend to the Congress 
the passage of 了 .R. 4110. 

In closing，I would 1like to Say 
that TI am sending copies of this let- 
ter to Several newspapers for the 
benefit of surviving internees who 
were unable to attend the hearings 
so thatithey may learn more about 
these recent events.
